In-the Duffey petition it was con- 
tended that because the act read that 
the tenure of office of the mayor of 
the borough of Atlanta was increased 
from two to four years and the act 
was not worded to read “beginning 
with the next incumbent” that Mayor 
Ragsdale was duty bound to have 


served two additional years. 

“We believe the supreme court will 
uphold our contention,” Attorney 
Finch said Tuesday night. “Of course 
the decision of Judge Pomeroy is a 
blow but we knew we would have to 
fight the matter out in the higher 
court eventually.” 

James L,. Mayson, borough counsel- 
lor, who opposed the granting of Duf- 
fey’s petition. said the judge’s decis- 
ion was just what was expected. 

“There was no basis for the action 
of Mr. Finch and Mr. Duffey,” Mr. 
Mayson said. “The supreme court 
will affirm the ruling of Judge Pome- 
roy.”

A mass of statistics were presented 
to the senate committee by represent- 
atives of millers and government de- 
partments to show the prices of wheat 
and flour today are lower than for 
years. 

Chairman Capper asked Stewart if 
the figures did not show “the price 
of bread is higher than it should be 
in relation to the price the farmer re- 
ceivés for wheat and the miller for 
flour?” 

“Yes,” Stewart replied, adding the 
price of flour is lower than for years. 

“The wholesale price of flour fol- 
lows the price of wheat very closely 
and the retail price of flour fellows 
fairly closely,” he said.

FLORIDA INSTITUTE 


GAINESVILLE, Fla., Feb. 10.— 
()—The supreme need of the world 
Just now is not new machinery but 
if is a new spirit or new conscious- 
ness that leads. people to understand 
their interdependence,” Wallace W. 
Atwood, president of Clark University, 
said today before the Institute of In- 
ter-American affairs. 

Dr. John 'Tigert, president of the 
University of Florida, in starting the 
institute to work today, said the uni- 
versity would be concerned with de- 
velopment of better understanding be- 
tween the nations of America. He 
said Florida occupied a most strategic 
position in this movement. 

Another speaker, William John 
Cooper, present. commissioner of edu- 
cation, teld the institute that educa- 
tion of individuals of North America 
and South America in the mutual 
problems would provide a foundation 
for better amity and prosperity. 

Dr John ©. Merriam, president of 
the Carnegie Institution, Washington, 
said the reason so many conferences 
in various parts of the world failed 
to accomplish their designated pur- 
poses was because “we do not know 
enough to settle these conferences.”

Atlanta’s ‘Crime Waves’ Blamed 
On ‘Rackets’ by Noted Authority 


BY BEN COOPER. 

Are 

and frequent crime wares due to 
gangsters and racketeering? 


Atlanta’s high homicide rate | 


This question was answered Tues- | 


day by Dr. John Landesco, of Chicago, 
research criminologist and authority 
on rackets, with the statement: “Rack- 
eteering is present in all large cities.” 
In Atlanta. to address the Institute 
of Citizenship today at Emory Uni- 
versity, Dr. Landesco said he is un- 
able to discuss Atlanta’s crime prob- 
lems specifically, because of this city’s 
absence from the pages of the “Uni- 
form Crime Report” of the department 
of justice. This does not. mean that 
Atlanta is a city without crime, but 
it does mean that this city is not im- 
pressing the world with its law and 
order by failing to report its crimes 
to the government, he said. Dr. Lan- 
desco spoke “Tuesday at the Kiwanis 
Club luncheon in the Ansley hotel. 
Racketeering is more turbulent in 


Chicago, and therefore more noticeable 
than in other cities, because of the 
constant shift of politics which upsets 
the “big fix,” Dr. Landesco said, 
Education Needed. 

The solution of the gangster and 
racketeering problems lies in education 
and elimination of juvenile delinquen- 
cy, in that gangsters will no longer 
be bred when orderly children are 
raised in an orderly city, Dr. Landesco 
believes. 2 7 prevention of crime, he 
pointed out, lies in the family, neigh- 
borhood, chureh and institution for 
training children for life. 

Atlanta’s adoption of short wave 
radio for the police department will 
provide important aid in \the control 
of crime, he said. “Any aid afforded 
by fast communication will help coun- 
teract the quick get-away of criminals, 
who rely on automobiles. Radio has 
proven effective in Chicago, Detroit 
and other cities.” 

Solution of this city’s traffic prob- 
lems lies in studying the systems of 
big cities, including Chicago, Dr. 
Landesco said. He urged that traffic 
policemen be given backing, for “they 
certainly earn their living.” 

Combating Gambling. 

“The best method of stopping gam- 
bling is through teaching the children, 
by example and moralization, not to 
gamble, rather than depending on the 
coercion of the law, which brings about 
political prosecutions and clutters up 
the courts. There are two ways in 
which gamblers stifle competion. One 
is by police raids against competitors, 
and the other is by hijacking. 

“There is no system per se that 
will make a city straight or crooked. 
But one of the best systems for an 
honest police department is that where 
the police chiefs are under civil serv- 
ice and entitled to pensions and where 
police chiefing is a profession; and 


the chief may be employed from any-s| 


where in the country, 
English system, 
Work of Policeman. 


“Policemen should study their beats, | 


wards or police districts, and get to 
know the population as well as the 
gangs and hook-ups, so they will know 
the people with whom they are deal- 
ing. Policemen are often more i

“Frenchmen are rallying to our ban- 
ners in their thousands. The army is 
coming to our side. All the eavalry 
officers are royalists. The king will 
be back within a year.

his fame. 

“Apart from personal animosities 
“ind jealous hatreds, I can suggest no 
reason for our being out of the League 
except timidity or craven fear of them 
in buckram. ‘And yet it seems ineon- 
‘eeivable that a country like ours, 
which has never hesitated to fight for 
the liberties and rights on which it is 
founded, should refuse to join a con- 
ference of the world organized for the 
sole purpose of peacefully perpetuat- 
ing those rights and liberties.” 

“We did enough, we did it quick- 
ly, and the war was won,” Mr. Greg- 
ory said. “Above the graves of the 
dead Woodrow Wilson vowed that 
this awful thing should not happen 
again if human wisdom could prevent. 
Worn and weary, sword in hand, he 
went forth to fight for the League of 
Nations. He fell, wounded unto death. 
He died with his last great hope un- 
realized, a victim of the war. And 
yet, during all this and to the end, 
he was abused and vyillified: by a 
malignant few as no men in the 
United States have ever been except 
George Washington and Abraham 
Lincoln. It should be remembered 
that almost without exception that 
the contribution to the war of these 
few consisted in slandering those who 
were striving to win it. When these 
traducers have been forgotten, as 
those of Washington and Lincoln 
haye been forgotten, Great Britain, 
with her traditional generosity, will 
place by the side of her own heroic 
dead with the statues of Washington 
and Lincoln that of Woodrow Wil- 


on. 

Well jnformed and fair-minded men 
now know that the blame for the war 
cannot be charged against any one na- 


tion or against any one ambition. ...

Answering» those -who claim «that 
war is necessary for national presér- 
vation and to vitalize patriotism and 
awaken the drooping spirit of a peo- 
ple, he pointed out that though the 
47,000,000 people of Japan had been 
engaged in no war of major impodr- 
tance for 200 years, Japan, in an al- 
most inconceivably short time, defeat- 
ed 200,000,000 Russians and abso- 
flutely destroyed a fleet and largely 
destroyed an army, which were the 
fruits of centuries of war and prep- 
aration for war. 

The World War depleted the man- 
hood of the white races to an extent 
that cannot be repaired for 100 years, 
Mr. Gregory said in: discussing the 
costs of the war. Of 65,000,000 men 
mobilized, 8,500,000 were killed, 21,- 

000 wounded and 7,750.00 cap- 
tured or missing, the sum of casual- 
ties being 37,500,000 or 57 per cent 
of the whole, the figures being ex- 
clusive of the civilian population 
which suffered from bombing. poison 
gas and other terrors, he said. 

In the case of Great’ Britain, 
France,. Germany, Italy and_ the 
United States, the total increase in 
national debts during the war amount- 
ed to over a quarter of their national 
wealth, and the value of the property 
destroyed, sums raised by taxation and 
spent for war purposes, and the 
moneyed loss by death and maiming, 
added to the increase in the national 
debts, drives the figures up to more 
than. a third of the national wealth 
figure, he said. 

Prevention of War. 

“War is sometimes justified, it will 
occur in the future, but the greatest 
problem of the human race is to pre- 
vent it in every way possible,” Mr. 
Gregory said. He added that he is 
neither a conscientious ebjector nor a 
pacifist. “As long as human nature 
is what it is we dare not hope that 
all wars.can be prevented, but we 
do know that if a deadly pestilence 
or tidal wave had swept over the 
white races, leaving in its wake one- 
half the destruction wrought by the 
World War, and the greatest scien- 
tists of the nations were seeking the 
cause of the catastrophe and devising 
plans to prevent its recurrence, the 
United States would be- there. before 
the rest.” :

Eight Measures Handled. 

The house’ ways and means com- 
mittee, in one of its most active ses- 
sions, disposed of eight measures on 
its calendar Tuesday. Four bills were 
reported adversely, two resolutions re- 
ceived a. favorable vote, and two oth- 
ers, whose authors said they had 
served their purpose merely by intro- 
duction, were eliminated from dis- 
cussion. 

The measures turned down includ- 
ed two bills proposing that banks, elec- 
tric light and gas companies be taxed 
50 per cent of their service charges; 
a bill seeking to exempt blind and 
crippled persons from payment. of oc- 
tupation taxes, and a bill calling for 
levy of a tax on dealers in cotton, 
‘grain and stock futures. The latter 
measure, after considerable debate, 
brought out the only record vote of 
the meeting. It was rejected 21 to 9, 
while the tax exemption bill was op- 
posed on the ground that it did not 
come within the governor's extra ses- 
sion call. 

The resolutions approved would di- 
rect the governor to take steps to col- 
lect certain funds owed the state by 
counties, and to end the practice of 
“tolling,” or taking of 10 per cent 
conmissions by tax gollectors, in ac- 
cordance with a recent ruling of the 
attorney general that there is no stat- 
utory authority for the practice. 

The house penitentiary committee 
reported favorably on a substitute for 
a bill providing for appointment of a 
commission to purchase a new state 
prison farm.

SUNLIFEPRESIDENT — 
PREDICTS PROSPERITY 


MONTREAL, Feb. 10—(Special.) 
“We are facing the dawn of a new 
era of, I hope, great prosperity.” So 
spoke T. B. Macaulay, eminent Ca- 
nadian financier, head of the Sun Life 
Assurance Company of Canada, at the 
annual meeting held here today. He 
drew a vivid word picture of depres- 
sion conditions which this continent 
faces at the present time, believing 
that the first stage in the come-back 
has passed, that the return to pros- 
perity will be gradual, and that the 
federal reserve system has it in its 
power to hasten that return. 

“What of the-future? Even. if no 
action be taken by those in control 
to stabilize the dollar, this depression, 
like all others, will slowly, painfully 
work its own cure, as is, in fact, now 
happening. That cure comes through 
the accumulation of the combined sav- 
ings of the people of. the continent. 

“During 1930 we had one of the 
major depressions of history, but we 
are how in the latter stages. The 
second reaction, or, at least, its se- 
verity, was net only unnecessary, but 
could have been‘avoided. The distin- 
guishing feature has been the rapid 
and severe drop in prices in every line 
of business, the average commodity 
price level being now 20 per cent low- 
er than a year ago. This reduction 
has been the chief cause of our trou- 
bles in’ 1950. 

“It is admitted that in the United 
States the purchasing power of the 
dollar depends entirely on the amount 
of currency and currency credits 
which the federal reserve authorities 
may permit to be outstanding. Over- 
production or competition may affect 
the value of one commodity as com- 


NBC. 


NBC, 


the average price of all commodities 
combined depends upon the purchas- 
ing power of the dollar, and that can 
be controlled by the reserve banks and 
by them alone. Between 1922-29 the 
average commodity price level was 
kept fairly even by buying govern- 
‘ment bonds and paying for them in 
currency when those in authority 
wished to raise the price level, and by 
selling government bonds and taking 
payment in currency when they wish- 
ed to lower it. This stabilizing of the 
value of the dollar was a source of 
inestimable value, and had it but heen 
continued humanity would have been 
spared much needless suffering. 

“It is difficult for our American 
friends to fully realize the vastness of 
the power, and consequently of re- 
sponsibility also, which their country 
now has in. this connection. The 
United States now controls such a 
large proportion of the gold of the 
world that other countries are com- 
paratively helpless. The American 
dollar is in fact now the real basis 
for almost all currencies and any- 
thing that alters its value affects the 
people of every continent for weal 
or woe.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10—4#)— 
Moving shortly after the treasury had 
issued orders to bar convict-produced 
lumber and pulpwood from northern 
Russia, the house ways and means 
committee today approved a bill to 
exclude forced labor products from 
all countries. 

The treasury ordered collectors of 
customs to require that importers of 
lumber and pulpwood from four sec- 
tions of northern Russia prove that 
convict labor did not enter into their 
production. The orders were issued 
under regulations in accord with the 
1930 tariff law. 

The house. committee action was 
upon the Kendall bill, designed to put 
into effect on April 1 the provisions 
of the tariff law relating to forced 
labor products. Under the tariff law, 
these provisions do not go into effect 
until next January. 

The, bill would exclude products 
transported, handled or loaded as well 
as those produced by forced, indentur- 
ed or convict labor. It would define 
forced labor as “all work or service

The French general staff 


German offensive might start at any 
thought the Allies would be able to 


enough to cause grave apprehension. 


It was depressing to think that 


_ten months had elapsed since our 


entry into the war and that we were 

just barely ready with one division of 

22,000 men. 

With all our wealth, our man- 
power and ability, that was the 
net result of our efforts up to 
the moment, all because our peo- 

‘ ple had been deceived by a false 
and fatuous theory that it was 
unnecessary in time of peace to 
make even preliminary prepara- 
tions for war. 
Here we were likely to be confront- 

ed by the mightiest military offensive 
that the world bad ever known, and 
it looked as though we should be com- 
pelled to stand by almost helpless and 
spe the Allies again suffer losses of 
hundreds of thousands of men in their 
struggle against possible defeat. 

In spite of these reflections there 
was the hope that with the utmost ef- 
fort we should yet be able to devel- 
op our latent power in time to save 
our friends. 

At least, now that we were face to 
face with the crisis, it was vital that 
America should exert herself to the ut- 
most to complete what she had so 
leisurely begun. 

My diary shows the following nota- 
tions : 

Chaumont, Wednesday, March 
6, 1918. Heavy German raid re- 
pulsed by first division Friday 
morning. The enemy also raided 
the twenty-sixth division lines and 
were driven off. : 

Had meeting Saturday with 
Colonels Hagood and Andrews on 

Ss. . §. organization. Lord 

Brooke and Frazier house guests. 

Some American women journal- 

ists visited me that afternoon. 

Went to Ligny-en-Barrois Sun- 
day to meet M. Clemenceau, who 
came to congratulate the first di- 
vision on success repulsing raid. 

‘ Met General Debeney, who was 
enthusiastic over conduct of our 
men, Spent the night at first 
division headquarters. 

Motored to Langres with Har- 
bord Monday to speak at open- 
ing of second session of general 
staff college. Germans made raid 
on forty-second division that 
morning. 
Upon conclusion of this inspection 

of the first division I ‘considered it 

ready to take the offensive at any 
time. It had been eight months in 

France, with varied experiences in 

training, had occupied an independent 

osition in the St. Mihiel sector and 
had made several successful trench 
raids. Generals Duncan and Buck 
had their infantry brigades in ef- 
ficient shape, and Summerall had car- 
ried the training of the artillery bri- 
gade to a high degree. 

As to the forty-second, twenty-sixth 
and second divisions, the two first 
being then with the French in quiet 
sectors, and the second about to en- 
ter, each had yet to serve in line as 
an independent division to complete 
its training. In view of the certainty 
of determined German action at an 
early date, the quality and condition 
of our units were studied with solici- 
tude by the French no less than by 
ourselves. . 

Praises Clemenceau’s Spirit. 

It was M. Clemenceau’s custom 
while prime minister to spend Sun- 
days visiting different portions of the 
front. As mentioned in my diary, he 
came especially to congratulate the 
first division on its success in repuls- 
ing the raid, and was enthusiastic 
over the conduct of the troops on that 
occasion, 

The vigor and the aggressive spirit 
he displayed, notwithstanding his age, 
were contagious, On these visits he 
wanted to talk with the men right u 
at the front, and while it was not al- 
ways convenient to humor him one 
had to admire bis attitude. 

I wished especially to be present 
at the opening of the general staff 
school in order to emphasize the im- 
portance of this training. My speak- 
ing during the war was entirely ex- 
temporaneous, but it seemed more ef- 
fective than if read from manuscript. 
In this talk I stressed the necessity 
of preparation for duties that were 
expected of staff officers and dwelt 
on their obligations and their rela- 
tions to the line. The new class for 
the second three-month session con- 
sisted, as usual, of officers selected 
amg the various units of staff and 
ine. 

The course of instruction had been 
carefully laid out by Brigadier Gen- 
eral McAndrew and his assistants, all 
graduates of our Fort Leavenworth 
school, It was based particularly on 
our own staff organization and con- 
sisted of an intensive study of lec- 
tures, specially “prepared texts and 
practical problems. 

On the visit to the forty-second di- 
vision we spent the night at Baccarat 


‘as guests of M: and Mme. Michaut. 


At dinner, with all the children and 
grandchildren present, the family 
formed a most charming group. The 
town had been partially destroyed 
early in the war and now that the 
Germans were again active because of 
the presence of Americans it looked 


as though ther might make the de- | 


struction complete. 

I recall that when the possibility 
of putting an end to war was men- 
tioned during the conversation at din- 
ner, the grandmother of the house- 
hold said, “No, that is not likely. We 
have had war here in this part of 
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Europe every 50 years during the last 
thousand.” That is the view of nine 
out of ten people, and still they go 
about the work of reconstruction as 
though such a thing as war could 
never happen again. 

The front occupied by the 168th regi- 
ment, near Badonvillers, had been un- 
der a severe artillery attack on the 
fourth and a trench mortar platoon 
had been almost completely destroyed. 
The French army commander congrat- 
ulated General Menoher on the way 
in which our troops repulsed this 
raid. After an inspection of the differ- 
ent regiments of the division and a 
visit to the scene of this action, I 
— to the hospital to see the wound- 
ed. 

They were all: very cheerful, espe- 
cially a young officer, Lieutenant A. 
W. Terrell, Sist artillery regiment, 
who had lost a leg. He said that he 
wanted to stay through to the end of 
the war, and hoped he could find 
something to do as a clerk. All these 
first contacts with the enemy were 
relatively small affairs, of course, but 
they furnished many examples of 
what we could expect of the American 
soldier. 


My diary notes this: 

Paris, Sunday, March 10, 1918. 
Spent Thursday morning with 
Kernan, Langfitt and Atterbury 
and made adjustments in port and 
railway construction and manage- 
ment. Visited Camp de Mailly, 
where sea coast artillery is hav- 
ing — training under Gen- 
eral Coe. 


On Friday visited Edwards’ 
26th division serving on Chemin 
des Dames under General Maud’- 
huy, the French corps comman- 
der. Arrived in Paris late at 
night during airplane attack. 
Branch of judge advocate gen- 
eral’s office established at my 
headquarters. 


Upon Colonel Bradley’s report 
of only 30-day medical supplies 
on hand, Sent urgent cable re- 
questing immediate shipments. 
Cabled disapproval of suggestion 
by Mr. Paderewski for organiza- 
tion of division of men with Po- 
lish antecedents. . Secretary of 
War Baker landed at Brest today. 
Major General Maud’huy spoke 

with considerable enthusiasm of the 
men and of the officers of the 26th 
division, below regimental comman- 
ders, and especially praised their econ- 
duct of trench raids. He compli- 
mented General Traub, .one of . the 
brigade commanders, but was of the 
opinion that the higher officers, gen- 
erally, needed more experience to 
make them efficient. American troops 
that served with General Maud’buy 
held him in high esteem. He was 
scrupulous regarding their instruc- 
tion, to which he gave special at- 
tention. 


He was very solicitous of the wel- 
fare of our troops, even going so far 
as to interest himself in the prepara- 
tion of their food by detailing French 
cooks to teach ours the art. . When 
I expressed my appreciation of his 
action, he said: “You know. we are 
a nation of cooks and we delight in 
preparing good things to eat.” After 
their instruction the cooks in these 
units did better, thanks to the initia- 
tive of this fine old French general. 

_ Our Cooking Not So Good 

Mary of the cooks of the old army 

ame experts, and the men in the 
early days in the west fared better as 
a rule than our men in France, where 
the cooks lacked experience. Personal 
Supervision by officers and the estab- 
lishment of cooking schools brought 
improvement in due course. However 
there Js little doubt that much of the 
intestinal trouble in our divisions dur- 
ing the early part of their service 
secon was caused by poorly cooked 
_ AS soon as our troops began ye 
ing in the front line in bib lled iciet 
sectors we were faced with the prob- 
lem of handling casualty lists, The 
solution reached 
the lists until some time after the en- 
gagement and then to send them in 
groups, to be given out by the war de- 
partment, so the particular battle in 
which the casualty occurred could not 
be identified. If we had given the 
names to the press at home immedi- 
ately that would have been the equiva- 
lent to telling the enemy the engage- 
ment in which they occurred. The 
French. published no lists, but the in- 
formation Was sent to the local may- 
or, who in turn notified the family 
of the soldier, at the same time ex- 
tending his condolences. Contrasted 
with this quiet, sympathetic way of 
giving such news. to relatives, the 
method of publishing column after 
column of killed and wounded in the 
papers which people would eagerly 
sean day after day seemed inconsid- 
erate and cruel. 


The problem of decorations in our 
army had» long a knotty one, 
and except fer the Medal of Honor 
and the Certificate of Merit we had 
only campaign badges and those given 
for markmanship. The Allies desired 
to confer their decorations on. our 
men who served with distinction un- 
|der them, but we were not permitted 
ito accept foreign decorations without 
| permission from congress. 


| There is no doubt that some sort 
of visible evidence of exceptional mili- 
tary service arouses pride and stimu- 
lates effort. The generous bestowal 
of decorations in each Allied army by 
its commander-in-chief was unques- 
tionably an‘important factor in main- 
taining the morale of their troops. 
Our own Medal of Honor had inspired 
many a heroic act. 


As it was a matter of importance 
to our officers and men, the whole 
| question of decorations was taken up 
by the war department on my sug- 
gestion with the result™that congres- 
sional action established certain med- 
als of our own and authorized our 
soldiers to receive those of foreign 
governments. Ft 

The medals created by congress at 
this time were the Distinguished Serv- 
ice Cross for extraordinary heroism in 
connection with military operations

in 1862, for gallantry and intrepidity 
at the risk of life above and beyond 
the call of duty. The award of the 
Certificate of Merit was discontinued. 

Authority was also eventually given 
the war department to confer our dee- 
orations on Allied officers and men 
who had rendered deserving service 
with our armies. The different grades 
of medals in the various countries 
were not entirely the same as ours, 
We had none that corresponded to 
the French or Belgian Croix de 
Guerre. There ought to have been 
one for gallantry in action somewhat 
less conspicuous than that covered 
by the Medal of Honor or the Dis- 
tinguished Service Cross. I made a 
recommendation to this effect, but 
nothing came of it. 


Medals Promote Friendship. 


There were thousands of instances 
in our armies where a medal of this 
class should have been bestowed. We 
were as liberal in decorating Allied 
officers and men as the provisions of 
our law would permit, and there is 
no doubt that the exchange of decora- 
tions helped materially to promote 
friendly relations. 


Secretary Baker arrtved at Brest 
March 10, as my diary showed, and I 
met him and his party in Paris the 
next morning. The secretary’s party 
consisted: of Major General W. M. 
Black, chief of engineers; Lieutenant 
Colonel M. L. Brett, Commander R. 
D. White, of the navy; and Mr. Ralph 
Hayes, his secretary. 

It was essential that the secretary 
receive every opportunity to inspect 
our whole layout, from the front areas 
to the services of supply, that he 
might become familiar with plans, ob- 
serve the progress made toward their 
completion, and obtain first-hand in- 
formation of our requirements, all of 
which. he was especially. anxious to 
do. Leaving. Paris March 12 we in- 
Spected our most important ports, de- 
pots, hospitals, regulating stations, 
motor parks and schools, and returned 
March 17 to my headquarters at 
Chaumont. . 

The main air service school at Is- 
soudun,, which .we visited, was a hive 
of activity, being one of the 15 schools 
where early instruction in flying was 
given, General Fouloig and Colonel 
Kilner went with us through the 
school, the shops and the Red Cross 
and Y buildings. I think the secre- 
tary was surprised to see here the 
really expert flying considered reces- 
sary to prepare aviators for their haz- 
ardous life at the front. 

Aviation had ‘now developed into a 
real ‘fighting service, in contrast to 
the early days. of the war, when 
| aviators of opposing armies used to 
salute each other as they passed on 
flights of hostile observation. By the 
time we entered the war airplanes 
were armed and classified for differ- 
ent missions, and the training was 
based upon certain tactical principles 
of attack and defense, which our 
aviators had to learn and practice, 
But it was necessary to become an ex- 
pert flyer to be an efficient fighter 


either alone or in group formation. 

In trench warfare the aerial pho- 
tography of the air service became the 
main source of information. of the 
enemys positions, from which firing 
data of the artillery was largely ob- 
tained. _Although this took careful 
preparation, the rapidity with which 
our aviators learned was remarkable. 

At Gievres, about 125 miles directly 
south of Paris, on our main line of 
supply running to the front, were 20,- 

men employed under Colonel 
Charles J. Symmonds, managing our 
‘largest interior depot. 

To illustrate the celerity with which 
the system operated we need take but 
one example, which occurred when 
everything in the depot was in full 
swing. . 
‘ At 8:15 one morning in August a 
telegram was received ordering ex- 
actly 4.596 tons of supplies, includ- 
ing 1,250,000 cans of tomatoes, 1,000,- 
000 pounds of sugar, 600,000 cans of 
corned beef, 750,000 pounds of tinned 
hash and 150,000 pounds of dry beans. 
At 6:15 o'clock in the evening, or 
just 10 hours later, this colossal requi- 
sition, which required 457 cars for 
transport, was loaded and on its way 
to the advance depot. 

No other place gave such an im- 
pression of the tremendous task of 
supplying our armies and the perfec- 
tion of organization necessary to do 
it efficiently. |

A social work- 
er was taking her to a hospital when 
the mother begged her to drive to the 
river so she could commit suicide. She 
said she simply couldn’t provide for 
another child. She had twins.” 

Mrs. Sanger told of a case in Dal- 
las where a 25-year-old mother had 
three children, all feeble-minded.

You conclude with the 
statement ‘any effort to exclude the 
publie and the press from this inquiry 
will serve to strengthen the suspicions 
under which Bishop Cannon rests and 
in his own interest he should demand 
that the hearings be public.’ 

“I stand amazed at these statements 
from an editor who claims to be ani- 
mated by a purpose to be fair and 
just in his judgment of passing events. 
The investigation at Washington was 
exactly analogous to the work of a 
grand jury. Its purpose was to deter- 
mine if general charges: and reports 
concerning Bishop Cannon were of suf- 
ficient gravity and substance to war- 
rant an indictment for trial by a 
proper court. Since when did a grand 
jury in state or federal procedure open 
its investigations to the public and the 
press? The case of General Butler is 
a military procedure and is in no wise 
like the government’s own procedure 
in matters that are properly admitted 
to a grand jury. When The Telegraph 
demands that federal and state grand 
juries should. open their investigations 
to the press and public, it can then 
with some show of reason arraign the 
righteousness of this ecclesiastical pro- 
cedure, which is practically an exact 
parallel, The Telegraph in this in- 
stance was either grossly ignorant or 
too unfair in its purpose to hope for 
the approval of intelligent citizens re- 
gardless of their views of Bishop Can- 
non, 

“In conclusion, I may say to the

SIGNED BY PRESIDENT

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—()— 


President Hoover has signed the Wag- 
_ner bill which provides for advanced 


planning of ;ublic works as a means 
of combattiag unemployment. 

Senator Wagner, democrat, of New 
York, and Representative Graham, re- 
publican, Pennsylvania, had worked 
out an admirable bill, the. president 
said, and he approved it “with a great 
deal of pleasure.” 

“The bill is not a cure for depres- 
sion,” the president said, “but it pro- 
vides for better organization of relief.” 

In making his announcement, Presi- 
dent Hoover said he wished to give 
credit to two men who had furnished 
a great many of the ideas incorporat- 
ed in the legislation. The two were 
Edward Hunt, economist for the com- 
merce department, and Otto Mallory, 
of Harrisburg, Pa. 

The president’s. announcement of 
the signing, made today at his semi- 
weekly press conference, follows test- 
tally: 

_ “I have today had great pleasure 
In approving the act providing for ad- 
vanced planning of construction and 
federal public works in preparation 
for future unemployment relief, Sen- 
ator Wagner and Representative Gra- 
ham have worked out an admirable 
measure in which they adopted the 
constructive suggestions of the yvari- 
ous government departments. . . .”
